The 27th has considerable romance in its 
history, notwithstanding the bloody work and 
prison pens it had to know experimentally. 
The discovery of the lost flags at Washington 
by Comrede Loud, in the spring of 1580, their 
transfer to the custody of the regiment by the 
eflorts of the present governor of the common- 
wealth, their reception in Springfield oA Wash- 
ington’s birthday in 1851, when they were 
ceposited in the city library,—all these things 
are accurately remembered in grand army 
circles. And now it would seem as though a 
combination of circumstances is about to add 
snother romantic chapter to the regiment's 
history. What the possibilities ot this chap- 

er are can, perhaps, best be explained by this 
extract from the city column of the Republi- 
cen of April 3, 1562: 

trunkful of trophies from the rebel camp at 
Newbern has been sent by Lieutenant P. 8, Bailey, 
of Company G, Twenty-sevyenth regiment, to his 
uncle, F. 8. Bailey, cashier of the Agawam bank, 
The trunk, which evidently belonged to an oii. 
cer, ja a very superior one, iron bound and of 
russet leather. The object of the greatest interest 
is a confederate flag, three and a half by four and 
a half feet, of pretty nice make and material, 
bearing the three bars and eleven stars and 
the inecriptions, ‘‘Haw River Boys,’’ ‘On to Victo- 
ry.” Theother articles were a sapper and miners’ 
sword, manufactured at Chicopee: a ferocious. 
looking knife, or ‘‘yankee slayer,’’ as it is called; 
a cavairy jacket with the regular United States 
butions, of which some poor prisoner had doubt- 
less been robbed; a. compsny roll ef the Nerth 
Caroiina volunteers, on manilla paper, for want of 
the yankee article; the record book of an officer of 
the guard, extending back to February. 15861, 
months before North Carolina rebelled: Hardee's 
and Scott's infantry tactics,several editions; bayo- 
net exercise, which the rebels couldn’t learao 
efficiently; Articles of War of the confederate 
states; a copy of Byron's poems, which had been 
read much more than a copy of a Bible which lay 
by its side; several badly spelled letters: a hand. 
BOmMe guitar, with which the ‘‘chivalry’’ once 
entertained the secesh women. Lieutenant Bailey 
is now acting captain of Company G, Captain 
Swift having been wounded. He desires nothing 
#8 much es an opportunity to capturesome more 
trophies from the enemies of our union, 

aptain Bailey has kept that flag during all 
these years, and lastspring he signified to 
Wileox post his desire to have it returned. It 
was captured in the deserted camp of the 7th 
North Carolina regiment on the day of the 
battle of Newbern, March li, after the city

In April, 1801, jnet previous to the opening of 
bostilities, a flag bearing the motto ee

Judge Glimmer), because it was positively AZRIOS*S 
orders to carry company flags into battle. Hence 
the fisg was left at the barracks, from whieh the 
contederates were cutofi,and in this way it fell 
into the hands of the federals, If the flag had 
been carried into battle they would not have cap: 
{ured it. Efforts were made by members of the 
Rifles to reach the barracks and save the flig, but 
the fire was so hotand heavy that it was impossi- 
ble to acromplish the purpose. 

This Goldsbero flag was brought here by 
Colonel Lee, a few days after the battle, and 
displayed es one of the trophies ot the hour. 
Ultimately Wilcox post of the grand army be- 
came its custodian, and it has hung in their 
rooms for Many a year. 


Atier Captain Bailey broached the matter of 


returning his flag,a member of the pst sat 
down and wrote this letter at a venture:

CIVIL SERVICE REFORM. 


THE PROCEEDINGS TO SBT ASIDE 
THE CIVIL SBRVICE Law ENDSD, 


James A Hinckley sakes the United States Cireuit 
Ccurt fora Writ of Quo Warrento Agaiust 
Dormon B, Baton, Leroy D. Taoman e204 
John M. Gregory, Commissioners. 


New Yorn, September 26.—The quo war- 
ranto proceedings of James A. Hinckley 
ageinst Dorman B. Eaton, Leroy D. Thoman 
end John M. Gregory, civil service commis- 
tioners, came up before Judge Wallace in the 
United States circuit ceurt this morning. 
Hinckley asked leave to begin the action to 
remove the commissioners and abolish the 
commission, on the ground of unconstitution- 
ality. The court room was crowded with 
friends and enemies of civil service reform. 
United States District Attorney Dorsheimer 
end lborman B. Eaton appeared for the com- 


missiorers, while Morris 8. Miller represented 
Mr. Hinckley. 

In opening, Mr. Dorsheimer said the case 
was #n important one, and, a3 all parties in- 
terested were present, hé thought it should be 
disposed of. Judge Wallace decided to hear 
the motion after a call of the regular calendar. 

Mr. Miller, when Hinckley’s case was 
called, demanded to know who appeared for 
the defendants. 

“I appear for all these detendants,” said the 


district attorney, “and by direction of thee 


president of the United States.” 

Mr. Miller objected to the commissioners 
being represented by a government official, 
as the United States had no real status in the 
care. 

Mr. Dorsheimer then moved the court to 
decide whether or not the argument should 
be confined only to the constitutional juris- 
diction of the court. He said he was instruct- 
ed tosay that he and theattorney general 
were prepared to defend the constitationality 
of the act appointing the commissioners. 

Judge Wallace eustained the motion. 

In his argument Mr. Dorsheimer said: “‘The 
relator isa citizon who seeks the abolish- 
ment of the offices of com- 
missioners of civil service reform, 
becauee the commissioners, by power con- 
ferred upon them, have usurped the rights of 
the president to the appointing power. The 
petition bas no standing in court, because the 
right to a quo warranto writ is only applied 
to the usurpation of sovereign rights, and the 
United States alone could bring euch an action 
in the United Siates court, and then only 
through its appointed officers. Neither had 
the relator, or his attorneys, been deputized 
by the attorney general to commence such 
ection, and the United States alone had the 
right to test the constitutionality of the act 
providing for the commission.” The rule, as 
he stated it, he said, was fully demonstrated 
in ithe case of Wallace against Anderson, 
the dispute being as _ to which 
of the two was entitled to public 
cfice. A writ of quo warranto as applied for 
by the plaintiff was denied by the chief juas- 
tice of the supreme court of the U nited States, 
on the ground that the United States only 
could sue for such a writ, and then only 
through its legally appointed officers. To 
bripg action properly he maintained that the 
rejator should have applied to the executive 
apd to judicial authority. ; 

The contention of Dorsheimer prevailed, 
end the application was denied. 

Couneclior Miller contended on behalf of 
Hirckley, that his client has a statutory right 
to spply for the writ fora citizen created by 
theconstitution. His client, as a citizen, has 
the righttoavail himself of all its benefits. 
The district attorney appeared to smother the 
petition, although the relator had the right to 
apply for redress, either to the executive, leg- 
is!ative or judicial podies. 

“The attorney general,” he said, *‘is hore 
representing the president of the United 
States, but I represent his master—a citizen 
ofthese United States. I demand the right to 
be heard, and if lam notentitled toa writof quo 
warranto then it is the business of the court 
to find me a remedy, for my client is entitled 
toa petifion for right. -My argument is out 
of order, but that is caused by the vigorous 
and unexpected attack made upon me by the 
other side, for it was my intention to argue 
the whole question at once.”’ 

Judge Wallace—“It is conceded that you 
bave the right to petition. Confine yourself 
to giving me authorities.” 

Mr. Miller—“Do 1 understand your honor 
wants me to commerce my argument all over 
sgeain?’”’ 

Judge Wallave—“Oh, no.” |Laugiter].’ 

‘‘The commission,’’ continued Miller, *‘ex- 
ercised unwerranted power, and was directly 
oppcesed to the rights of citizens,”’ 

Judge Wallace—I cannot sit here and listen 
to arguments or abstract propositions. This 
discussion must beclosed. When you applied 
for writ, I presumed there would besome au- 
thorities presented on the arguments, but vou 
have rot submitted any. I think it is time to 
clore the discussion. There is only one case 
which could give you basis for your applica- 
tion, and that was an application in the state 
court of Massachusetts, and was denied. I 
must also deny your &, plication.”

POLITICS IN ENGLAND. 


LIBERAIS AND CONSERVATIVES 
PREPARING FOR THB CONTSST. 


Loré Salisbury to Issue a Manifesto —Dissatisied 
Liberals—The Roumelian Troubles, and the 
Probeble Result- Russia Favors the 
Union—Inerease in Cholers, Etc. 


Loxpos, September 26.—The political cam- 
paigo, which has hitherto been devoid of life, 
begins to glow. The prospect is that the com- 
ing week will find electoral affairs quite lively. 
Premier Salisbury will on Tuesday issue a 
tory campaign manifesto. This, the conserva- 
tives hope, will put new life into the tory 
cause. The blast blown by the “grand old 
men” has dissipated the seeds of disrupting 
discord which were fast taking root in a 
division of the liberal structure, but the edi- 
fice has been neglected since, and damaging 
growths are again fastening upon it. Lord 
Saliebury’s followers entertain a conviction 
that he can blow a counter-blast that will 
shake to the ground the weakening Glad- 


stonian temple. 
JOHN BRIGHT 

has determined to re enter politics as an ad- 
vocation of the restoration of liberals to power. 
He proposes to make the candidacy of 81 
Henry James, Gladstene’s attorney general, 
for a parliamentiary seat, belonging to Barry, 
a suburb of Alanchester, the occasion for un- 
dertaking a stumping tour. This will un- 
doubtedly prove to be one of the greatest sen- 
gations ofthe campaign, and Bright’s utter- 
ances Will make good and effective party 
literature for the liberals. 

Lord Randolph Churchill, who has been 
spending his vacation in preparing himself 
forthe work of the coming campeiga, will 
begin thatwork next week. He will go to 
Birmingham, and endeavor in a public ad- 
dress there to demonstrate to the English peo- 
le tbere bow utterly unfit both Gladstone and 

right ere forthe responsibilities of public 
trust. 

GLADSTONE TO SPEAK. 

Gladstone still declines to namea date for 
ihe delivery of the speech he has promised to 
moke to his Midlothian constituents. Some 
persons attribute his refusal to his continued 
physical inability to speakin public; while 
others believe tbat he is simply waiting to 
have Premier Salisbury make some general 
statement of tory policy, intending to effect- 
ively enswer. A great many persons have 
gone to see Gladstone since his return to Haw- 
arden, and they all concur in the state- 
ment that so. far, at least, as 
ordinary conversation goes, the great 
oratcr’s voice is perfectly good. Herbert 
Gladstone, however, declares that his father 
is under strict medical orders to refrain for the 
present from any use of his voice that might 
stroin it, but adds that Gladstone himsel! 
expects tobe able, during this campaign, to 
deliver atleast three public orations. Never, 
perhaps, was any man’s voice considered with 
so much concern by 80 many people. The 
most intimate friends of the expremier do not 
hc sitate to say that they believe that, al- 
thevgh be tnay succeed under favorable cir- 
eumstances in delivering a few short speeches 
thissutumr, Mr. Gladstone's career as any 
orator ig practically closed forever. 

CHAMBERLAIN’S DESIGNS. 

[It may be that the growing conviction of 
this incapacity lies behind the new outburst of 
rebellion by ambitious Joseph Chamberlain. 
In bis address at Lambeth, on Thursday last, 
he openly declared that, in the event of the 
restoration of the liberals to power, he would 
reiuse to take a place in the cabinet ualess 
his colleagues should agree to his schemes 
of the public purchase and allotment of land 
to laborers and the abolition of school 
fees. This renewed outburstof radicalism has 
alrecdy revyiyed-a feeling ef disunion betecc 
radiceis end whigs of the liberal party. Large 
rumbers of whigs sre also daily becoming 
more and more dissatisfied with Gladstone’s 
manifesto statement concerning church dises- 
tabjishn ent. He almost ignored the danger of 
agitation on this point, they claim, by merely 
admitting it was a live issue, in which the 
church could take care ofiiselt. Probably 
nene of Gladstone’s utterances caused more 
uneessiness. It is generally interpreted to 
mean (that he believes that the 

QUESTION OF DISESTABLISHMENT 

is a live one, and that after a brief respite, 
if the radicals are successful in receiving the 
arcerdency in the liberal party, the whole 
question will be pushed by them to some 
solution before another dissolution of parlia- 
ment. As an indication of the strength of 
the redical following on the question of dis- 
establishment, it may be said that nearly all 
libersl arsociations throughout the 
provinces have instructed their can- 
didates to avoid, wherever possible, 
any public discussion of the question as an im- 
mediateissue. This is done as precautionary 
measure to secure the retention of the votes of 
churchmen, who would desert the liberal 
party in a body if it endorsed the radical view. 
Deepite the efforts to avoid a discussion of this 
dargerous question, however, nearly every 
liberal meeting held aftords instances of 
speakers being compelled, by queries from 
the audience, to place themselves on record 
on the subject. 

THE PARNELLITES UNITED. 

The Parnellites constitute at present the 
only thoroughly united and compact political 
party inthecountry. They believe their pros- 
pects sre bright. The American plan, formu- 
lated this week in the Boston Pilot by Sallivan, 
to raise a fund at the January league conven. 
tion in America ¢ ficient to enable Parneli to 
pay salaries of $500 yer annum for 
live years to ninety home rule 
members, disturts whigs and tories, while it 
immensely elates the nationalists. It is the 
greatest aid ever rendered to the home rule 
cause. It willenable Parnell to secure the 
services in parliament of many an able but 
poor lrish gentleman, now debarred by lack 
of means from accepting a seat, and will place 
the whole Irish delegation under more obli- 
gations ard greater allegience to the league 
then it has ever been. Parnell 
will next week hold his firs 
convention forthe selection of home rule 
candidates. He requires sixty new men, in 
addition tothe present members, who are 
seeking re-election. No man will ba accepted 
as a candiaate unless he has performed active 
work in the national cause, and pledges 
himself to vote with the home rulers on all 
questions when unity shall be deemed advisa- 
ble. Parnell estimates that the homerulers will 
secure sixty in the next parliament and pos- 
sibly ninety. 

WANTS CHAMBERLAIN SNUBBED. 

While Chamberlain believes that in the 
event of liberal success in the coming cam- 
paign, Gladstone will remain in office buta 
short time, and retire after forming a cabinet 
and setting the government machine ia mo- 
tion, and leaving the leadership, and possibly 
the premiership, to him, the Spectator de- 

lores the present political attitude of the am- 
bitious radical as ¢nee calculated to 
shatter the liberal party. It 
maintains it will be impossible 
for Gladstone and a majority of the liberals

In the absence of Mr. Tate I am chairman pro tem 
of the railroad committee. That report was given 
to me by the chairman, with thestatement that he 
had to leave town at 8 o'clock and with the request 
tbat it should be submitted to the house. 
What bas been done bes been done with bis sanc. 
tion «74 by his direction. I want tosay further 
that I do not consider that one member of the 
committee hes a right to get up here and talk for 
the committee.

SUEBIN THIS COUNTY. 
ee

Election Inevitable—It wil! Ocour om the 23 
pag et aml ong Both Sides are Doing- Sota 
Confident of Buccese— The Registretioa 
Law—The Local Option Bill, Bte, 


There is no longer any doubt that a fight for 
prohibition will be made in Fulton county. 

There are meny people injAtianta, conservative 
property holders, who believe that it is unwise to 
force this vote at present. Bomeof them are in 
favor of prohibition as a last resort; others are 
opposed to it altogether, but they agree in be- 
lievivg that before the violent struggle was pre- 
cipitated more moderate experiments might be 
tried ard found to work eatisfectorily. The ex- 
treme thinkers on all sides, however, have swept 
ali com premise out of the question, and the issue 
will be made and met, 

It war propored, in genera! terms, that the city 
rouncil would at once put on a two thousand dol- 
Jar license, which license should be revoked 
whcuever liquor was sold to a mivor or a drunken 
person. Many moderate temperance men agree 
ibat this would be acceptable tothem certainly for 
an experimental period. Others declared that 
they would force the election if the license were 
pul et ten thousand Collars, and that they intend- 
ed to drive liquor ont of Atiania by a square out 
and cout prohibition vote. Many of the retail 
Mauor ccalezs sre also opposed to bigh license, 
“bey etatcd that it would wipe cut every barroom 
ju Atlanta but about five or six, and that if the 
‘JViitle otfes had to go they wanted to see the big 
ones driven out also. So that the compromise 
was put aside, ard each element is organizing for 


the fight. 
HIGH LICENSE MEN, 

There isalarze number of citizens, estimated 
at from two to three thousand, who believe that 
high ticense is the best method of Cealing with 
Intemperance in large cities. They would prefer 
freeing the experiment ol high license tried be- 
fore prohibitiod is rescried to, If there is no 
hieb liccuse, however, they will falhon one side 
or ihe other iv the probibition fight. It is cone 
pidercd likely that this element will decide the 
coming election. and whicheverside the majority 
of them favor will be apt to carry. One ol the 
high license advocates said: 

“J em sorry to see this e:ecticn precipitated. I 
have tvo boys growing up in this town, and I had 
rather se five or six barrooms governed by high 
license sud uncer police protection than to see 
total probibition, and little sink hole barreoms 
bid in the sewers and cellars, Experience has 
shown that it is impossibie to keep liquor out of 
large citica, Where it is attempted it simply 
drives liquor sellers into hidden holes, where 
they cau carry on their Lusiuess beyond the reach 
of the police, or any restraining iafiuence. For 
yoy part ) bad rather heve it sold in half a dozen 
sdyertised places under the police supervision, 
with ibe shades and screens torn from in front of 
the dccrs and windows, A man would then have 
eoime chance to watch his boysand see what they 
were coing Underthe other plan, they might 
hice away and lie ina drunken stupor for a week 
before they could be found.”’ 

“This isa commonsense view of it,’ the gen- 
ticemen coutinued, ‘and if it were tried in At- 
Janta for a year there would be no more talk of 
prohibition. The records of the courts show 
WOW that hot One man inten whois brought up by 
ihe police gets into trouble in saloons in the 
cenier of ihecity. It isthe littlesaioous beyond 
the reach of police inspection where the disorders 
are bred. Ii it were possible to do away with 
liquor cnitirely bya vote, Ishould yote to do it. 
But we . bow thet to be impossible, and I am in 
Jayor ci controlling itas we best can. We have 
mow the best temperence state in the union— 
about Linety-five counties have prohibition and 
are pleescdewith it. If we cap this system with 
high license for the large cities we will have a 
mccel ti mp2rence state. Butif the prohibition- 
ists who jorce the vote in Fulton are beaten it will 
tear vp the temperance system of the state. The 
fmnalier towns will say that Atlanta has voted 
against it, and that if the large towns yote against 
it the smaller ones will follow suit ”’ 

A large property holdersaid: ‘‘i1 ama temper- 
arce man, and I shculd vote for temperance 
yatber than see the present state of thiugs con- 
tinue, Twenty five barrooms in one biock is 
more than suy city ought to have, and I had 
ratber see probibition than to see no change 
mede. Butitisa very serious ouestion, There 
Sre Low teveb Vacant stores on Alabama street, 
cud eleven other stores occupied by wholesale 
Hiquor ceaiers. There sareabout 159 stores in At- 
lautacccupied by wholesale and retail dealers. 
To turn eut all of these tenants by a vote isa 
Kier tling experiment, and one that I don’t want 
totee made, until other means such as high 
license have been tried,”’ 

WHAT THE TEMPERANCE PEOPLE &AY 

Mr. A. D. Adair, the chairman of the finance 
committee of the temperance organization, said: 

“I have already in band petitions stgned by over 
1800 people. There are twelve petition still 
circulating in the city that have not been brought 
ip, and I hear that some of them are very heavy. 
We bave besides these ten petitions circulating in 
ihe county outside of the city, which will be 
brought in on Monday, and will add several hun- 


dred to our total.”’ 

“iow many yoters do you think will sign the 
petition?” 

“At least 2,500, or perbaps 3.090. You see the 
work has been done buiriedly and with little at- 
temptat being thorough. We have alreacy four 
times more than we need to secure the election, 
and that was ail the petitions were intended for. 
I think they will give us a roll of over 8020 
yoters, who will asx for the election.”’ 

‘What do you think of the outlook”’' 

“Tam positive thata majority of the votera in 
Fulton county are in favor of prohibition, | 
mean by thisthat a majority of thepeople are 
opposed to barrooms. Especially to having the 
city infested with all sorts of little saloons as it is 
now, There are many good men who believe that 
bigh license would perbaps do as well as prohibi. 
tion and prohibition may loose some 
votes on this account. I fee! 
confident, however, that we will carry the 
covnty by a good round maijoiity. Of course tne 
liquor Cealers will organizeand makea tremen- 
dous fight, but the temperance people are 
determined and feel that they have 
rigut on their side, and they will make such a 
on is worthy of the great cause they repre- 
gent. 

Mr. Adair said that the petitions would be 
closed by Monday at 5 o’clock and would be 
banded to Judge Caihoun on Tuesday at noon. 
He will be requested to call an election for No- 
vember 22d, which is the day set by the tem per: 
ence people, and he will doubtless do so, as one 
Cay is as sood as auother. 

THE TWO PARTIES ORGANI’ING. 

The organization of the probibitionists was 
effected by a meeting of about forty men, called 
together for the purpose of consultation, The 
chainman of this committee is Mr. T. P. West- 
moreiand, Mr. Adair being chairman of the 
firance committee. The general com- 
mittee has entire charge of the 
campaign, will collect moneys, con- 
trol the printing, appoint special committees 
and manage a}! the details of the work. A ratid- 
cation meeting is called tor next Tuesda night, 
at which speeches will be made, the work of the 
committee reported and the prohibition cam paign 
fairly opened. 

The anti-prohibitionists do not appear to have 
effected any organization yet. Severs méetings of 
the liquor dealers have been held, and it is said 
that they have organized, with Mr. W. M. Mickle 
berry as chairman. They will certainly have a 
nucleus, but the other anti prohibition elementa 
will doubtiess organ)ze separate from them. The 
Augusta News rays that Cox, Bill & T 
the ap 4 brewing company, 
Jones ave econtribu'ed $25.000 
to the fund, and $50,000 has been 
contributed outside.
